Dr. H. S. Lowry won his fight. 
After a long and turbulent ex ecu­ 
tive session in Kansas City y ester­ 
day . the dentists, by a vote of 50 
to 12, voted to retain Dr. Lowry 
as a member of the Missouri Dental 
association.

Dr. Williams, of Moberly , sub­ 
mitted the report. 
Dr. Kennerly , 
of St. Louis, moved the adoption 
of the report. 
Immediately , Dr. 
Price made his protest. 
He pre­ 
sented the sworn statement of Miss 
Martha SmUh, and went into the 
details of the sensational trial of 
the breach of promise suit, which 
resulted in a verdict for $25,000 
against Dr. Lowry . 
But Dr. Lowry ’s friends rallied 
to his support, and, despite Dr. 
Price’s strong array of facts, the 
association voted to retain Dr.

or whisky.

Schurman lived at the county 
farm i6 years. 
He contracted the 
habit shortly after being admitted. 
He had been a regular user of in­ 
toxicants. 
A t the farm he could 
not obtain the stimulants he had 
been accustomed to. 
He sought 
for 
a 
substitute. 
In 
the 
cellar 
storeroom 
he found the vinegar 
barrels and drank greedily. 
The stuff produced a sort of mild 
intoxication. 
The superintendent 
could not imagine how Schurman 
got anything to drink. 
A fter that at intervals his condi­ 
tion 
showed 
that 
he 
had been 
drinking large quantities of some­ 
thing, but it could not be discov­ 
ered where he got it. 
He was employed in the kitchen 
and was known to the other in­ 
mates 
as 
“ Kitchen John.” 
He 
had free access to the cellar, where 
the vinegar was kept. 
Finally, one day he was caught 
draining a measure of vinegar and 
the mystery was explained. 
A fter that he was watched, but 
he was so useful in the kitchen that 
his services could not well be dis­ 
pensed with and in spite of all 
vigilance he occasionally got on a 
vinegar drunk. 
W hen he could not get to the 
vinegar barrel he would drain tlie 
vinegar cruets. 
His indulgence brought on nepli- 
ritis, which caused his death.
